I D PI) — A planeload of 20 more 
Vietnam war prisoners left Clark 
Air Base at 9:30 a.m. today 
(8:30 
p.m. EST Friday) for Travis Air 
Base near San Francisco. They were 
the last of 142 prisoners brought to 
Clark from Indochina Monday. 


Another 20 POWs were set to 
arrive Sunday from Hanoi to this 
American base in the Philippines. 
North Vietnam announced it would 
free the men after U.S. presidential 
adviser Henry Kissinger visited 
Hanoi this week. 
A total of 60 men returned Friday in 
three C141 flying ambulances for 
Travis Air Force Base, Calif, to 
form the biggest single “ freedom 
lift” of the week. 
A total of 143 American prisoners, 
incliding 
eight 
civilians, 
were 
released Monday and all but one 
ciyilian flown to Clark air base for 
medical examinations, new clothes, 
rest and processing. Two flew to the 
United States Tuesday, 20 left on 
Wednesday, 40 left Thursday and 60 
Friday. The single civilian, who 
remained in Vietnam, flew to San 
Francisco 
direct 
from 
Saigon 
Thursdav. 
At the arrival here Friday of the 
first of three “ freedom flights”

The whole "to grow or not to 
grow” question comes to county

and 
politics with the 
election of no growth supervisors 
Fran k 
F ro st 
(M ontecito- 
Carpinteria) 
and 
James 
Slater 
(Santa 
Ynez-Goleta) 
who 
have 
made 
appropriate 
planning 
commission appointments. Their 
stands 
to 
date 
lean 
toward 
restricting 
development 
on 
environmental grounds and also 
because they consider elevated 
residential density a detriment to a 
maximum quality of life. 
Duncan, viewing the species with 
a medical discipline, thinks that we 
p artially 
disprove 
F ro st’s 
contention with our behavior. 
“ I get rather bored with the idea 
that people think that everyone 
wants a nice open space to live,” the 
physician 
and 
32 
year 
senior 
commissioner confided. 
“ Good 
Lord, 
why do people 
clamor and go into the cities in the 
evenings and go into big stadiums 
and into crowded theatres and night

clubs? They don’t do that because 
they don’t want to. 
“ Actually, I don’t have much faith 
or interest in this argument about 
density. Cities are supposed to be 
dense. That’s why people come 
together. They like it that way. 
Even 
in 
some of their social 
activities they insist on density . . . 
.If you’re going to have a city, it 
should be dense. 
“ Another thing about it is that 
people who live in these places are 
not compelled to. If you don’t like 
density, there are plenty of other 
places to live. 


“ Your job might confine you, 
most jobs do. But jobs, incidentally, 
imply density too. ” 
The idea of expansive estates to 
live on is great y overdone, with 
human behavior taken into view, the 
doctor added. Most people take very 
poor care of a very small lot. And 
they like neighbors or else they 
wouldn’t have them. 


“ When it comes to a question of 
growth or no growth, that’s largely 
a question of what the populous 
itself 
is 
going 
to 
do 
about 
reproduction. If we don’t have more 
people, we won’t have to find more 
places for more people.” 


While areas like Los Angeles have 
seen decreases in immigration and 
the over building of many hospital 
maternity 
departments 
reflect 
earlier optimistic predictions about 
population growth, he said, “ one 
thing that seems quite evident is 
that Lompoc has lots of people 
coming in, which isn’t explained by 
circumstances 
of 
industry 
or 
anything else.” 
Growth, then, still has its place in 
the north county in Duncan s view. 
The physician, in fact, favors the 
proposed Insignis development in 
the Santa Ynez Valley, though he 
does 
not 
believe 
that, 
if 
the 
development is finally allowed, the 
rezoning involved would create a 
precedent allowing the approval of 
similar developments in the Lompoc 
area.

vital supply points leading from 
South Vietnam to the Cambodian 
capital of Phnom Penh. 
In the tenuous Vietnam truce, the 
South Vietnamese command listed a 
total of 3,378 cease-fire violations 
since the truce was signed in Paris 
Jan. 27. As a result, the command 
reported, 6,487 Communists, 1,113 
government soldiers and 53 civilians 
have 
died. 
Another 6,155 gov­ 
ernment soldiers and 286 civilians 
have been wounded, 18 civilians 
abducted, 900 government soldiers 
have been listed as missing and 195 
Communists captured. 
South Vietnam’s Foreign Ministry 
announced Friday it has filed its 
eighth protest with the four parties 
of the International Commission for 
Control 
and Supervision (ICCS) 
against the cease-fire violations. 
None of the protests has been 
acted upon, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said. “ We wait and 
wonder what the results will be,” he 
said. 


To date, the wide majority of the 
cease-fire 
violations 
have 
been 
reported between North Vietnam 
and the South Vietnamese. 


However 
early 
Friday,

unarmed U.S. Army CH47 Chinook 
helicopter on a supply run tor the 
Joint Military Commission (JM C)

Five Americans 
were wounded and the helicopter 
destroyed.

Ten Americans have 
been wounded, one of them fatally, 
in the incidents. 


The five wounded crewmen from 
the CH47 were rescued by an 
unarmed Army UHl Huey “ dustoff” 
medical evacuation chopper, which 
flew through a hail of fire to reach 
them. 


WASHINGTON (U P I)- A n Army 
court upheld Friday the conviction 
and two-year sentence of 1st Lt. 
William I. Calley Jr. for his part in 
the 
My 
Lai 
massacre. 
“ He 
committed an atrocity (and) the 
approved sentence is not too severe 
a consequence of his choosing to 
commit mass murder,” the court 
said. 
Capt. J. Houston Gordon, Galley’s 
26-year-old military attorney, said 
he would appeal the decision by the 
Army’s Court of Military Review to 
the higher Court of Military Ap­ 
peals, comprised of three civilian 
judges and often called the supreme 
court of the armed forces. 
Galley’s attorneys had argued that 
there were 32 errors in the conduct 
of the trial, mostly intricate legal 
points questioning the manner in 
which the charges were framed, the 
admissibility of some evidence and 
the authority of the court martial to 
try Calley. 
In their 104-page opinion the three- 
judge court concluded unanimously: 
“ No doubt Lt. Calley would never 
have directed or participated in a 
mass killing in time of peace. 
Nevertheless, 
he committed an 
atrocity in time of war and it is in 
the context of war that we judge 
him. Destructive as war is, war is 
not an occasion for the unrestrained 
satisfaction 
of 
an 
individual 
soldier’s proclivity to kill... 
“ Probably Lt. Galley’s judgment, 
preception and stability were lesser 
in 
quality 
than 
the 
average 
lieutenant’s, and these deficiencies 
are mitigating to some extent. 
However, the deficiencies did not 
even approach the point of depriving 
him of the power of choice. The 


approved sentence is not too severe 
a consequence of his choosing to 
commit mass murder.” 
Calley, 29, was convicted March 
31, 1971, of killing “ not less than 22” 
South Vietnamese civilians. 


Reinecke aide 
quits, claims 
he was used 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Lt. Gov. 
Ed Reinecke’s top aide abruptly 
resigned Friday, insisting he had 
been “ used” by a man with a long 
arrest 
record 
who 
reportedly 
capitalized on his association with 
the lieutenant governor to gain 
favors with police. 


Reinecke, who plans to seek the 
Republican nomination for gover*'or 
next year, accepted the resignation 
of Morris E. Currey, 43, his $28,872- 
a-year executive assistant. He said 
the action was in the “ best interest 
of the office and the adminis­ 
tration.” 


The action followed disclosure by 
the Los Angeles Times that Jerome 
A. Pierce, 35, a Hollywood financial 
consultant, traded on his friendship 
with Currey to obtain favors from 
Irwindale police, including permits 
to carry concealed weapons 


Pierce Friday pleaded innocent m 
Los Angeles County Superior Court 
to felony charges involving an 
alleged $3,856 insurance fraud. 


Farr will face House board 
on freedom of information 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - William 
T. Farr, a Los Angeles Times 
reporter who spent 46 days in jail 
rather than reveal his sources for a 
news article, will testify next month 
before 
a 
House 
subc*ommittee 
considering 
bills 
to 
protect 
a 
newsman’s confidential sources. 


Rep. Jerome Waldie, D-Calif.. 
said today Farr*would support a bill 
Waldie 
introduced 
under 
which 
reporters could not be compelled to 
disclose sources of published and 
unpublished information. 


Waldie said Farr’s testimony 
March 7 at a hearing of a House 
Judiciary subcommittee would offer 
“ a frighteningly dramatic example 
of what has happened to just one 
newsman attempting to simply do 
his job in today’s current climate of 
attempted 
intim idation 
and 
repression.” 


Farr was jailed for civil contempt 
for refusing to reveal the source of 
material for a story he wrote for the 
Los Angeles Herald Examiner dur­ 
ing the Sharon Tate murder trial. 


Supreme Court Associate Justice 
William 0. Douglas ordered Farr 
released Jan H “ in the interest of 
justice" while the U.S Court of 
Appeals 
for 
the 
Ninth 
Circuit 
reviews his case 
Waldie is among members of 
Congress 
and 
at 
least 
three 
reporters 
scheduled 
to 
testify 
Tuesday when the Senate Judiciary 
Subcommittee 
on 
Constitutional 
Rights opens hearings on legislation 
to shield reporters from forced dis­ 
closures 
At 
least 28 bills have 
been 
introduced in the wake of last year's 
Supreme Court ruling that nothing in 
the Constitution prevents newsmen 
from being compelled to testify. 
Waldie said Farr has spent "his 
life's savings in adhering to his 
conscience and in support of our 
public's right to know. It is for us 
now to seek an understanding of 
what democratic principle was so 
important and precious in

Farr's mind that he was willing to 
go to jail to preserve what really 
was not his personal right, but our 
right.”

Proposal 


Time and again we see 
political liberals struggling 
to uncoil themselves from 
m e a s u r e s 
they 
a r e 
primarily 
responsible for 
h a v i n g 
c o n s t r i c t e d 
themselves in. There is no 
better example than the 
recent recommendation of 
G o v e r n o r 
N e l s o n 
Rockefeller, 
now 
being 
hotly debated, that drug 
pushers be sentenced to life 
in 
prison 
without 
the 
possibility of parole. The 
Governor is in this bind, of 
course, 
because 
of 
his 
doctrinaire 
opposition 
to 
capital punishment. 
If 
one 
defers 
to 
the 
commandment that under 
no circumstances should the 
state execute a convicted 
man, then of course the 
question is closed, and there 
is no point in arguing the 
case. But those who are 
dogmatically 
opposed 
to 
capital punishment are not 
entitled to reason that they 
have opposed the cruelest 
act a state is capable of 
committing. 
Surely 
the proposal of 
Nelson Rockefeller is more 
cruel to an offender than 
anything 
an 
executioner 
does to him. And those who 
in 
o p p o s i n g 
c a p i t a l 
punishment 
lay 
special 
stress on the awful effect of 
executions on society should 
pause. Surely it demeans a 
society more to rule that 
under 
no 
circumstances 
whatsoever 
will 
society 
forgive a man, at any point 
in 
the 
future, 
than 
to 
execute him. An execution 
causes 
the society 
that 
sanctioned 
it 
to 
wince. 
External 
incarceration, 
other than for the purpose of 
protecting society against 
an 
u n r e h a b i l i t a t a b l e 
criminal, causes society — 
or should — nothing less 
than 
an 
encephalaphonic 
cry of the heart. 
It is instructive to recall 
that 
the 
mood, 
when 
Leopold 
and 
Leob 
were 
convicted, was in favor of 
executing them. They had 
committed a crime against 
an innocent little boy which 
w a s , 
q u i t e 
s i m p l y , 
unpardonable. The judge, 
yielding to the entreaties of 
a very persuasive attorney, 
ruled instead that because 
of their tender age he would 
sentence them to life plus 
life — that he would throw 
away the key. Thus did he 
appease the public. But as 
the years went by, Loeb 
died in prison, and then 
Leopold, 
after 
a 
dozen 
appeals 
for 
clem ency, 
finally 
received 
parole, 
went off 
to do medical 
missionary work in Puerto 
Rico, and in due course 
died. 
It was right to let Leopold 
go, finally. It is anti-human 
to proscribe compassion; to 
say to oneself — I forbid 
forgiveness, and I enjoin my 
s u c c e s s o r s 
to 
forbid 
forgiveness; indeed, I call 
on the legislature to deprive 
my 
successors 
of 
the 
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executive 
privilege 
to 
commute a sentence. 
And yet one’s heart cries 
out also for means by which 
to express oneself and the 
hideousness of the trade by 
which the pusher makes his 
living (and sates his habit). 
Nelson 
Rockefeller 
has 
tried to situate the crime of 
peddling heroin where it 
belongs — as among the 
most 
heinous 
of 
human 
p r o f e s s i o n s . 
H a v i n g 
eliminated 
the 
death 
penalty, 
he 
wishes 
to 
prescribe the most horrible 
thing this side of the death 
penalty. He has succeeded 
only 
in 
p r e s c r i b i n g 
something 
more 
horrible 
than the death penalty. 


The legislature in Albany 
would do well, of course, to 
attem pt 
to 
make 
the 
working distinction between 
the professional pusher and 
the pusher who is driven 
only by the desperation of 
his own craving. Granted 
the line blurs, and granted 
also that some in the latter 
category graduate into the 
former. 
But even as he 
recognizes 
there 
are 
differences between murder 
as a crime of passion, and 
murder for hire, there are 
analogous 
differences 
among dope pushers. The 
emphasis should be made on 
reasonably 
distinguishing 
between the two; perhaps 
the cash volume of the 
transaction is the best test. 
A jury is probably the most 
competent judge, in any 
case. 
And 
then, 
the 
professionals 
should 
be 
sentenced to death. 


One 
shrinks 
from 
the 
medieval concern to design 
modes of death particularly 
appropriate to the crime of 
the offender. Such literature 
is appealing mostly to those 
who get their kicks out of 
reading books like “ The 
Torture Garden.” But it is 
not, 
I 
should 
think, 
inappropriate to 
suggest 
that a condign means of 
ri dd ing 
t he w or l d 
of 
convicted heroin pushers is 
to prescribe an overdose. It 
happens that it is a humane 
way of dying, if one defines 
humane 
as 
relatively 
painless. And, of course, 
there 
is 
a 
rabbinical 
satisfaction in the idea that 
the pusher should leave this 
wo r l d 
in 
s u c h 
circumstances as he has 
caused others to leave it, 
excepting 
this, 
that 
the 
pusher’s last days, in the 
shelter 
of 
death 
house, 
would be infinitely more 
pleasant than the last days 
of those whom he has, by 
the 
p r a c t i c e 
of 
his 
profession, 
tortured 
to 
death.

Indeterminate sentences: good or bad

T h e 
i n d e t e r m i n a t e 
sentence: the theory sounds 
so good. 
And 
it 
nearly 
works, 
except for two things. It 
seem s to generate funds of 
anxiety and resentment in 
inmates and, according to 
California Federal Public 
Defender 
John 
Van 
De 
Camp, it returns twice as 
many of them to prison for 
repeat crim es than straight 
sentences. 
The 
theory 
is 
this: 
inmates earn release dates 
by performance in prison. 
They are not told when they 
will 
be released because 
that depends. They are told 
that they can earn freedom 
earlier by completing an 
individualized program of 
education 
and 
vocational 
and 
other 
training. 
The 
parole board has the final 
word. 
There are several classes 
o f 
i n d e t e r m i n a t e 
sentencing. 
The 
state of 
C a l i f o r n i a 
u s e s 
the 
p r o c e d u r e 
a l m o s t 
e x c l u s i v e l y . 
F e d e r a l 
E 
em tentiaries 
like 
FCI 
ompoc use it only with 
offenders under the federal 
Youth 
Corrections 
Act 
(1950) and sentence adult 
offenders (over 26 at time of 
conviction) 
to 
straight 
sentences. 
In 
fact, 
according 
to 


Lompoc 
Warden 
Frank 
Kenton, most inmates under 
YCA sentences are freed 
earlier on the average than 
straight sentence inmates 
for comparable offenses. 
‘i ’ll say this,” Kenton 
said, “ We have carefully 
studied 
this. 
While 
the 
theory of this is excellent, 
the inmates reject it almost 
to a man. 
“Theoretically you would 
think that the indeterminate 
sentence is the ideal. You 
write your own ticket, you 
can get a quick release. 
Most frequently that's how 
it works out. It actually 
works very close to the 
theory except the inmates 
can't stand the anxiety and 
apprehension. 
“This is the weakness. No 
matter how bad it is, they 
want to see it so they can 
know it. Otherwise it can 
becom e 
unbearable. 
A 
cockroach can become a 
lion. There’s nothing you 
can put your finger on but it 
leads 
to 
anxiety, 
worry, 
apprehension, fear.” 
Kenton said that he once 
selected 
four inmates to 
talk with California Senator 
Alan Cranston by randomly 
sticking his arm into the 
four o clock lock-up rush 
and picking the first man 
who hit his arm. All four 
were on YCA terms and all 
said they’d prefer straight 
sentences.

SAN DIEGO (U PI) - Muhammad 
Ali and seventh ranked heavyweight 
Ken Norton of San Diego signed 
papers Friday to fight at the Sports 
Arena March 31, and Ali started his 
verbal jabs during the two-hour 
news conference. 
“I’ve got a lot of speed and a lot of 
endurance. 
When you 
sign this 
contract take out more insurance,” 
Ali commented to an audience of 
about 20 newsmen and 180 others 
who jeered. 
“Ain’t he pretty, 
Ali said. “I 
know I’m conceited but he s cocky. 
He’s one of these pretty fighters 
struttin' around. He’s got no right to 
think he’s prettier’n m e.” 
The fight could be a pretty good 
one—at least a crowd pleaser. At the 
age of 28, Norton has been brought 
along slowly. 
He has won 30 of 31 fights, 
including 24 knockouts. His only loss 
came at the hands of Jose Luis 
Garcia several years ago in Los 
Angeles, and Norton feels he was 
careless then 
At 6-foot-3, Norton is taller than 
Ali but at 209 pounds, he will be 
lighter. Ali said he is three-fifths of 
a second faster. 
Ali refused to predict a knockout 
round for the 12-round event, saying, 
“ He’s too good for that.” 
City officials, sports celebrities 
such as football’s Mike Garrett and 
former 
lightheavyweight 
boxing 
champ Archie Moore were on hand 
as entertainer C. C. Jones’ band 
played 
at 
the 
unusual 
announ­ 
cement. 
Norton took Ali’s jibes for a while 
and finally cracked that the decision 
would come in the ring. 
Ali replied, i f you ever dreamed 
you whupped me, you better wake 
up and apologize. Fighting me is like 
being in Vietnam with a B-B gun.”

$200,000 
and 
Norton $50,000 
“Fifty-thousand dollars is a good 
pay day for getting whupped,” Ali 
said.

tains, the region that gave 
him his nickname. He re­ 
turned home after having 
established the record for 
most 
pinch-hits in 
a big- 
league career. 144 hits over 
18 seasons. 


By the end of the 1967 
season, he recalled recently, 
his 
eyesight 
was 
slipping 
(“ Balls I thought I’d get on 
the fat of the bat I was hit­ 
ting on the handle” ). 
He 
also needed an operation for 
ulcers Late-inning pressures 
on 
a 
granddaddy can 
be 
harmful to his health. 


“Today,” he said, “the doe 
don’t want me stirrin 
up 
my inside stomach, or what s 
left of it. He took out two- 
thirds of it But my paunch9 
Sure, 1 keep that 
It's my 
tradem ark ” 


Burgess’ 
tradem ark 
was 
also the clutch pinch-hit; he 
came to mind with the an­ 
nouncement of the new rule, 
which allows one predeter­ 
mined man to hit in the 
pitcher s spot but allows the 
pitcher to stay in the game 
“ It’s a real good thing,' 
Burgess said. “ I’m not sure 
it’ll mean a whole lot more 
runs scored But 1 think it’ll 
keep the games tighter, be 
cause the starting pitcher 
will be able to stay in the 
game. Before, a pitcher who 
was doing good might be 
taken out in the late innings 
of a close game and then the 
relief pitcher would be hit 
hard ” 
Birdie Tebbetts. who man
